Tuus our Author having run himfelf out of Breath, 
retired to gather new Strength: What now is the na- 
tural Meaning of all thefe Queffions, Exclamations, and 
mad Rants; but to rouze up the People to rife, and 
feize the Fumds, or Maffacre the Proprietors of them? 
Is not this Man an excellent 4dvocate for the Revolu- 
tion, who would have the Defendants of thofe who 
lent Money to iupport it, farved or hang’d ?

Reason of not railing all the Supplies wethin the Year, 
but of borrowing Money upon remote Funds; know- 
ing, that when the Government had, by Time and 
Accidents, acquired Strength, it would be able to 
grapple with more Difficulties, without Danger of lofing 
that Liberty, for which alone we underwent any Dith- 
culties. Ifthis was the Reafon of eilablifhing publick 
Funds, upon the Credit of the Taxes, it was a very 
juftihable one; but if there was a Mixture of political 
or even felfje Views; yet till we are under the ftrongeft 
Ties of Juftice, to t-ke Care of the publick Creditors, 
and either pay them their Momey or their Intere/t.

Alley, abufed him there ina moft {fcurrilous Manner, 
and before he was aware, gave him a violent Blow 
with his Cane, acrofs the Head. Upon which Mr. 
Maynard, having no Sword as the other had, and ex- 
peéting it would otherwife have been drawn, clofed in 
with him, threw him down, and beat him very hear- 
tily, to the great Satisfaction of every Body that faw or 
heard of it. The fole Occafion, it feems, of this 
©utrage was, that Mr. Maynard having a Judgment 
for a jarge Sum, againit the Fitate of Mr. Cantwel, 
which the latter had refufed to fettle or pay off, but dil- 
appointed the former very often ; he at length thought 
fit, and found it neceflary, to deliver the Execution 
into the Mariha!’s Office, in order to raile the Money ;
